On Thursday evening Haypn’s Oratorio the 
Creation was performed at the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral in this city. Notwithstanding a heavy 
fall of rain, the church was filled before the hour 


the city, ‘The vocal and instrumental performers 
were located on an elevated platform at the east 
end of the Cathedral, in the space designed for 
the altars and sanctuary, occupying a situation 
the most contiguous to the Organ Gallery. The 
preparations which had been made—the number 
of the performers, embracing the best musical tal- 
ents of the city, aided by the Baltimore Harimo- 
nic Society, and the orchestra of the Theatre— 
the novelty and boldness of the undertaking, for 
it was the first attempt on this side of the Atlan. 
tic, to execute this celebrated composition entire 
—the magnitude, beauty and imposing grandeur 
of the splendid edifice, now for the first time 
thrown open to the public—these, and a variety 
of other considerations and feelings had led the 
people of Baltimore to ewpect much, and under 
such expectations and feelings waé the Oratorio o! 
the CREATION commenced.

&c.”? commences the chorus in the key of C mi- 
nor, slow, solemn and soft—‘ And the spirit of 
God moved upon the waters; and God said * let 
there be light, and there was Lticut! !”
